CLASS ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT - SCHEDULE ‘A+’ 
ROAD URBANIZATION OF 6TH LINE AND WALKER AVENUE 


The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury (the Town) initially completed Class Environmental Assessment (EA) Studies to 
consider servicing alternatives for future approved growth areas as part of the 2003 ‘‘Final Master Servicing Study for 
Planned Service Area" (MSS). In June 2008 a Master Environmental Servicing Plan (MESP) for the Green Valley area 
entitled “Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury Master Environmental Servicing Plan - Green Valley Community Plan" 
identified and recommended the design and construction of a sewage pumping station (SPS) and related forcemain 
outlet to service the future approved growth in the Green Valley area (DC project #GV-PS and #GV-FM in the Town’s 2009 
Development Charges Background Study). The Class EA’s for this project study area have since been updated and revised 
as part of the MSS in July 2010. 


The Town is initiating this EA Study to develop functional alternatives for the urbanization of 6th Line and Walker Avenue in 
the south end of Town consistent with the Town’s published design criteria for road improvements. Pending development 
(Green Valley Community and OPA15/16) is prompting the need for new sanitary and water servicing infrastructure along 
these roads. As a result, the Town is considering urbanizing the existing two lane rural cross-section along 6th Line from 
Simcoe Road to Walker Avenue and Walker Avenue from 6th Line to Morris Road. Urbanization will include new curb, 
sidewalk, street lighting and storm drainage improvements. The total length of road being considered for urbanization is 
approximately 900m. 

A comprehensive and environmentally sound planning process involving consultation with a variety of Agencies and 
Stakeholders is required to ensure the successful development, and selection of, a preferred alternative. The Study Area 
is shown in the figure below.

Bradford Branch 521 of the Royal Canadian 
Legion held its annual Remembrance Dinner 
onNovember 10, and welcomed local residents, 
Legionnaires, dignitaries that included MP 
Peter Van Loan, MPP Juba Munro, Mayor Doug 
White and family, and veterans of World War II, 
and the Afghan mission. 

Guest speaker was Cpl. John Paul Nanowski, 
who shared images and memories of his tour 
of duty - a 7 month deployment to Afghanistan 
in 2009-2010. He spoke of the constant threat, 
the need to be “training constantly... trying to 
keep our skills up,” the poverty of the country, 
and the risks - risks that were often greater 
for the Afghan nationals who assisted the 
Canadians. 

The troops would deploy, and then leave; the 
nationals would stay, and “have to deal with 
the consequences of our actions.” 

Some of those consequences, though, 
brought unimaginable freedom to the Afghan 
people. Nanowski often saw children flying 
kites in the streets and fields. “Under the rule 
of the Taliban, kids weren’t allowed to fly kites. 


They weren’t allowed to play soccer.. They 
could only study the Koran,” he said, noting 
that thanks to the mission, "the kids can just be 
kids" - and women, who were not allowed to 
go out unaccompanied or attend school under 
Taliban rule, have returned to classrooms and 
market places, and in the last election, made 
up 40% of the vote. 

There are great cultural differences, Cpl. 
Nanowski said, but the Afghan people "are still 
people. They still want to see tomorrow. They 
still want to see their children grow up,” among 
the many things that they and Canadians 

MP Peter Van Loan traced Canada’s military 
roots to the War of 1812-1814, when the 
British, French, setders and First Nations all 
“came together in a common cause... and 
were ultimately successful” in preserving the 
boundaries of the Canadas. 

“Canada’s martial tradition had begun.” Van 
Loan noted that citizens are rediscovering 
pride in their history, and Canadians’ 
willingness to go abroad, to cross oceans to

fight, “not simply to defend our 
shores, to defend our freedoms, but 
to defend others... To protect those 
freedoms for other people.” 


The dinner was well-attended, 
as were the Remembrance Parade 
and Wreath-laying ceremony at the 
Cenotaph, on November 11.
